GEESE QUITE EASILY RAISED 


Kept Qsnsrally In Small Flocks an 
Farms and Purchased by Experl- 
enoed Fattsners. 

(Prspsrsd by the United SUtes Depart- 
tnent of Asncultura) 

There la a demand usually for young 
geese from June to January, although 
moat of them are %old around Thaoks- 
gtylng and ChrUtiuoa. Ten-weeks-old 
goellngs of the largest breeds of pure- 
geese weigh up to ten pounds 
when forced for rapid growth, anil 
sometimes are protltably marketed at 
that age as green geese, Lhrge cities 
containing a foreign population offer 
We heat msrkeU for geese. 

Ueese usually are killetl and picked 
the same as other kinds of poultry, but 
are much more difficult to pick than 
chickens. Uenerally the veins In the 
back of tlie mouth are eevered with a 
loog-bladed knife, followed with a 
blow on ih^ back of the head with a 
short club.

The dry picking of geese It rather 
difficult. The moat coromnh practice Is 
to scald or steam the goose feathent 
before picking. Thlt can be done over 
a wash boiler three-fnurUij full of 
boiling water, laying the dead goose 
pn a burlap sack stretched tlglitly over 
the boiler, and aleeinlng Unit the 
breast, then the back, and then each 
aide, the whole proreaa of sleamlag 
will not take more than two or three 
mlautes, and the goose mail be kept 
moving to prerent scalding the flesh. 
Tlie goose la ateamed unlit the feath¬ 
ers can be pulled nut easily, and the 
bend usu.'lly Is laid under the hrvnst 
to keep the breast from senidliig. After 
picking, the bird la singed over sn si- 
coliol flnme, the oteohol usually being 
burned In shallow tin plates. 

Another method for removing Ihc 
down la to sprinkle pnwderiel rosin 
over (he body of the goose and dip It 
into hot water, whleh melu the roaln 
so thAt It and the down can be rubbeil 
off easily, leaving the body clean. 
Geeso may tito be ateapied by scalding 
slightly and wrapping the body tightly 
for live mlnntes or longer In burlap or 
doth to allow the steam to work thor-

The mnet Lomroon pracUca la 
to acold cr ateam the goose tmftim 
befnro picking. ThU can be done over 
a wash boiler three-fnurtba foil of 
boiling water, laying the dead goose 
on a burlap sack stretched tightly over 
the boiler, and ateamtng first the 
breast, then tbo back, and then each 
tide. The whole proeew of steaming 
will not take more than two or three 
minutes, and the goose roust bo kept 
moving to prevent scalding the flesh. 
The goose Is steamed ontll the feetb- 
era can be pulled out easily, and the 
bend iisuslly Is Isid under the breast 
to keep the breast from sruldipg. After 
picking, the bird It singed ever sn sl- 
cuhol flame, the sirnhol usually being 
burned In shallow tin plat >s. 

Another method for removle 5 the 
down Is to sp.-lakle p<>wdenM| .osIn 
over the body o( the goes-' snd dip It 
Into hot water, wltlcb melts the rosin 
BO that It snd the down can be rubbed 
off easily, Isavlng the body clean. 
Geess may also be steaped by scalding 
slightly and wrapping the body tightly 
for flve rolnntea or longer In burlap or 
cloth to allow the steam to work thor¬ 
oughly through the feathers. Rome 
markets prefer dry-picked geese, while 
In other markets no difference Is made 
In scalded or dry picked.
